Los Angeles (AP) — Repub- 
lican candidate Bill Simon on 
Wednesday conceded his allega- 
tion that Gov. Gray Davis illegally 
accepted a campaign check inside 
the state Capitol “is now in ques- 
tion” and Davis called on him to 
drop out of the governor’s race. 

But Simon defended himself 
for making the claim, which was 
based on now-discredited photo- 
graphs released by a law enforce- 
ment group that is a key Simon 
ally and a complaint the group 
made to a state watchdog agency. 

“IT had no reason to question 
the California Organization of 
Police and Sheriffs’ good faith 
belief in their charge against the 
governor,” Simon said in a state- 
ment. 

“...They were reporting the 
charge directly to the government 
enforcement agency, and they 
claimed that they had documented 
proof of their charge.” 

Simon made the accusation 
Monday after the first gubernato- 
rial debate and said he had evi- 
dence. 

The evidence turned out to be

day they claimed showed then-Lt. 
Gov. Davis accepting a check in 
his Capitol office during his first 
run for governor in 1998. It’s a 


violation of state law to give or 


receive campaign contributions in 


state buildings. 

Scrutiny by reporters and the 
Davis campaign showed the pho- 
tos were not taken in Davis’ of- 
fice.

Nueva “bomba humana” en Tel Aviv aviva la guerra de desgaste 


Jerusalén, (EFE).- Israelies 
y palestinos, sin ningun horizonte 
politico para resolver el conflicto, 
siguieron ayer su “guerra de 
desgaste” con el frustrado ataque 
de un suicida palestino que acabó 
con la vida de una mujer en Tel 
Aviv y con la muerte de dos me- 
nores en Gaza. 

El atentado del suicida, que 
se inmoló activando explosivos 
que llevaba adheridos al torso 
después de intentar montarse con 
ellos a un autobús de línea, sería 
una venganza por la ofensiva 
militar israelí del lunegeen la 
localidad palestina de Jan tunes, 
en la franja de Gaza, en la que 
murieron 16 palestinos y 130 
resultaron heridos por un misil 


lanzado desde un helicoptero 
israeli. 

La explosion en el acceso 
norte al centro de Tel Aviv se 
produjo simultáneamente con 
noticias de fuentes palestinas 
acerca de la muerte de ayer de un 
niño de 12 años y de un ado- 
lescente de 18 en el campo de re- 
fugiados de la ciudad fronteriza 
de Rafah en medio de un tiroteo 
entre soldados israelíes y activis- 
tas de la resistencia. 

Con estos dos casos, se elevó 
a cuatro el número de menores 
palestinos muertos en ese campo 
de refugiados, donde el miércoles, 
también en medio de choques 
armados, murieron dos mucha- 
chos de 15 y 16 años al ser al- 


canzados por las balas de solda- 
dos israelíes. 

El ataque de ayer junto a una 
concurrida parada de autobuses. 
debajo del distribuidor de rutas de 
Bar Illán en la carretera numero 4, 
se registró poco después de las 
ocho de la mañana. la hora en que 
mucha gente acude a su trabajo. 
y causó alrededor de 30 heridos 

La policía investigaba cómo 
llegó el suicida a Tel Aviv. para 
lo cual tuvo que burlar numerosos 
controles militares si lo hizo 
desde Cisjordania o la franja de 
Gaza, aunque no se descarta la 
posibilidad de que fuese un ciu- 
dadano árabe de Israel.

“The location where the gov- 
ernor received this campaign con- 
tribution is now in question,” his 


statement said. “However, even if 


the specific claims made by the 


California Organization of Police 
and Sheriffs are not sustained, this 
outcome should not deter the Fair 
Political Practices Commission, 
other law enforcement agencies 
and the media from investigating 
Gray Davis’ aggressive and shady 
fundraising practices.” 

Davis, meanwhile, called on 
Simon to withdraw from the race 
for making the allegation. 

“He should drop out,” the 
governor said on KGO-AM. 

“This whole sorry episode has 
backfired in Mr. Simon's face ... 
as a former prosecutor, he should 
certainly be embarrassed, and if 
he had any sense of honor, he 
would drop out of the race. You 
have to check your facts in this 
business.” Davis said. 

Davis satdchis campaign 
would consider suing COPS. 

“We will look into our legal 
options, because this is definitely 
going over the line,” he said. 

The nearly identical photos 
show Davis standing in an office 
next to Al Angele, then executive 
director of COPS. Both men are 

smiling and holding a corner of a 
$10,000 check COPS gave Davis.

San Francisco, (EFE).- Un 
jurado de doce personas reco- 
mendo el miércoles la pena de 
muerte para Cary Stayner por el 
asesinato de tres turistas —entre 
ellas la argentina Silvina Pe- 
losso— en el parque de Yosemite 
(California) en 1999 

Tras un juicio que ha durado 
doce semanas, en el que la de- 
fensa trato de demostrar que su 
cliente no estaba cuerdo, el jurado 
recomendó esta tarde la pena de 
muerte por inyección letal para 
Stayner, de 41 años. 

El jurado de San José (Cali- 
fornia) tomó esta decisión tras una 
deliberación que duro sólo seis 
horas. 

El mismo jurado había de- 
cidido, a mediados de septiembre, 
en contra de las alegaciones de la

“Counter-snipers” posted around 
palace prior to Caracas march 


Caracas, (EFE).- Venezue- 
la's defense minister said Thurs- 
day that “counter-snipers” have 
been posted around the presiden- 
tial pelace prior to what it was a 
huge march demanding the res- 
ignation of President Hugo 
Chavez. 

Minister Jose Prieto recalled 
that a similar march last April left 
at least 19 people - both govern- 
ment supporters and opponents - 
shot to death by snipers and 
sparked a short-lived coup. 

In a nationwide television 
address, he also stressed the con- 
ditions agreed on by the armed 
forces and the opposition to en- 
sure that Thursday's anui-Chavez 
protest unfolds peacetully. 

Flanked by the military's top

guante blanco que asesinaron, 


privaron de su libertad, vejaron y 
lesionaron a un número indeter- 
minado de estudiantes y manifes- 
tantes aquél 2 de octubre).

Iraq doesn’t make top 10 list

Opposition to the president's 
proposed war against Iraq and the 
forces of evil continue to grow 
daily. The basis for that opposi- 
tion is not that Saddam Hussein 
is a good guy, but rather that an 
"Iraqi threat" is virtually on par 
with the United States being in- 
vaded by African killer bees. 

Here's a simple test that illus- 
trates the president's credibility 
gap regarding the imminence of 
an Iraqi threat. In the next few 
weeks/months/years, which is 
most likely to occur? 

A: The United States will be 


| attacked by Iraq. 


B: Earth will be struck by a 


| giant meteor. 


C: Dinosaurs will again roam 
the planet. 

D: Atlantis will rise .rom the 
ocean. 

E: Bigfoot will be found alive 
in our forests. 

F: Aliens will invade Earth. 

G: Elvis will make a White 
House appearance. 

H: CEOs will henceforth ac- 


cept the minimum wage. 


I; Congress will rediscover 

its check-and-balance function. 

J: The president will continue 
to use Iraq as a fund-raising de- 
Vice. 

The correct answer should be 
I, but instead it is J. Most of the 
world seems to believe that the 
notion of an Iraqi threat is pure 
poppycock. 

The war's support is weak 
even at home. The misperception 
that the president enjoys solid sup- 


port here is based on media 


misreporting ot polling data that 
clearly show that three-fourths of 
U.S. respondents oppose the 
president's unilateral policies. The 
media instead twist the numbers

and report that the majority of re- 
spondents support the war, but 
that support drops significantly 
unless an attack is sanctioned by 
the United Nations. 

That's a pretty fancy (decep- 
tive) way of reporting that oppo- 
sition to the president's policies is 
overwhelming. 

Part of the reason for such 
widespread opposition, we sus- 
pect, is that the president operates 
in the realm of “secret govern- 
ment,” carrying on as though only 
he and his posse really know 
what's going on in his battle 
against the guys in the black hats. 
(No such secrecy was required to 
oppose Hitler.) The rest of us are 
simply supposed to trust him, this 
while he attempts to consolidate 
all power at home by creating a 
‘Homeland Security” department | 
answerable only to him. 

Additionally, his contempt for 
the United Nations is akin to the | 
contempt many conservatives also 
show for the ACLU. The reality 
is that opposition to the war comes 
not from an organization called 
the U.N., but from the world's 
community of nations. Simply 
wrangling three votes from the 
five permanent members of the | 
U.N.'s 15-member Security Coun- 
cil does not a consensus make. | 

The president seems quite | 
oblivious to the message he's | 
sending out. He now quotes him- | 


self and invokes “our heritage” | 
(manifest destiny) as a reason (or | 
right) for war, and thinks his call- 
ing and legacy are to preside over 
a permanent worldwide war. 
Coupled with his insistence on 
exempting 

U.S. soldiers from the Inter- 
national Criminal Court, his “pre- 
emptive war” policy is seen by 
many people worldwide as the | 
single greatest threat to world sta- | 
bility. The exemption gives the | 
U.S. military carte blanche to act | 
with impunity worldwide. Worse, | 
it also opens the floodgates for 
other militaries to do the same.

Ante el terror interno

Las palabras del Presidente 
George W. Bush repercutían en 
las cadenas acostumbradas cuan- 
do debe dirigirse a la nación. 
“Nos rehusamos a vivir con mie- 
do”, recalcaba el primer manda- 
tario, justificando la posibilidad 
de un futuro ataque a Irak. Pero 
mientras Bush intentaba transpor- 
tar a la opinión pública fuera de 
los márgenes del país, cruzando 
el atlántico y un par de mares, al 
lugar donde según él y su admi- 
nistración, se origina el miedo del 
pueblo de los Estados Unidos, és- 
te ya se había apoderado del área 
metropolitana de Washington. 

“El francotirador del camión 
blanco”. Eso era lo único claro 
sobre el drama que se vivía en el 
área y el que en cierta forma opa- 
caba la importancia del mensaje 
del Presidente. Eran escasos los 
datos que la policía del condado 
de Montgomery en el estado de 
Maryland podía hacer públicos 
acerca del “sniper” que había 
cobrado la vida de cinco personas 
y herido a dos; ya que no contaba 
con pistas concretas. El terror 
estremeció a las zonas aledañas, 
y al país cuando un adolescente 
que se dirigía a la escuela, recibió 
uno de los viles disparos con- 
virtiéndose en una de las desafor- 
tunadas víctimas. 

Claro está. El país entero a 
partir del 11 de Septiembre, se ha 
concientizado sobre el significado 
del terror; y aunque esa palabra 
repele, los certeros balazos al azar 
del pistolero anónimo, han hecho 
más que ilustrar el terror. El te- 
rror de una guerra doméstica que 
deberíamos librar antes de trasla- 
dar los tanques y las tropas fuera 
de sus confines. 

Generalmente se da la situa- 
ción que cuando nos preocupamos 
demasiado por lo que pasa afuera, 
tendemos a ignorar lo que está 
ocurriendo dentro. Como lo he- 
mos vivido hace más de un año, 
es cierto que el terror puede venir 
de afuera. y es importante, jus- 
tificable e inevitable cerrar bien 
las puertas y evitar que por alguna 
zanja se filtre algún terrorista y 
haga de las suyas. Pero tampoco 
podemos poner toda nuestra 
energía en el exterior; especial- 
mente cuando sabemos que los 


problemas en casa son drásticos. 

Una decena de balaceras es- 
colares, otros tiroteos a cargo de, 
por lo general sicópatas, los varios 
casos de “asesinos en serie”, la 
fascinación por la violencia de la 
sociedad. El derecho de portar 
armas que, a pesar del refuerzo de 
las regulaciones, todavía hace 
posible que literalmente, cual- 
quier persona, porte un arma. Así 
las armas llegan a las manos de 
niños, adolescentes, adultos, en- 
fermos mentales, sicópatas, entre 
Otros. 

Aunque instituciones como el 
NRA o la Asociación Nacional del 
Rifle, se obstinan en proteger lz 
segunda enmienda de nuestra 
constitución. “El derecho del 
pueblo de mantener y portar ar- 
mas...””, a través de información 
que separa, según ellos a los 
“mitos”, de la realidad de las 
armas. Esos “mitos” o “fábulas”, 
como indica la información en 
español en su página en la red del 
Internet, son la opinión general 
que las armas de fuego causan 
más daño que beneficio a la so- 
ciedad. 

Aunque pueda parecer un 
razonamiento bastante simplista, 
las armas tienen una función, una 
finalidad, que puede resumirse-en 
una palabra, eliminar. Matar, en 
otras palabras. No quiere decir 
que quien porte un arma sea un 
criminal —de eso la Constitución 
ya nos ha absuelto— pero sí nos 
acerca más a la fatalidad de un 
accidente. 

“Las armas nos protegen”, “el 
tiro es un deporte”, “la caza es un 
deporte”, son comentarios que 
decoran y ponen en un pedestal a 
las armas. 

Las armas son también las 
que fascinan a los niños a través 
de los juguetes y de los video 
juegos. Las armas son las que 
crean los estallidos más aplaudi- 
dos de Hollywood. 

Pero cuando las armas de 
fuego matan a un ser querido, a 
un vecino, a un coterráneo, a al- 
guien de nuestra comunidád; 
cuando la bala de un rifle hiere a 
una niño que podía ser uno de los 
nuestros, es cuando sentimos el 
escalofrío que se convierte en el 
pavor de la fragilidad. El acceso 
aesas armas mortales, a las armas 
de fuego es lo que está engen- 
drando el terror de nuestros días. 
Ojalá pudiéramos resolver estos 
problemas internos, antes de em- 
barcarnos en solucionar los males 
de otras tierras.

Despite knowing only a few 
words of English, Blanca Alfero, 
a Salvadoran immigrant who 
lives in Washingon, D. C. man- 
ages to support herself and her 
four kids. She does everything in 
Spanish. In addition to eaming her 
living as the owner of a small 
clothing business, she can do her 
shopping, get medical care, pray, 
and have her taxes done all in her 
native language. 

Although Alfero is satisfied 
with the opportunities available to 
her and her family, there is little 
doubt that things could be better 
if she knew English. Once she 
leaves her neighborhood, Alfero 
will be at a loss with just Spanish. 
Her lack of knowledge of the 
dominant language of the coun- 
try means she cannot help her kids 


en Español? 


with homework and when she 
goes to their school for parent- 
teacher conferences she may or 
may not be able to understand 
instructions to help with her kids’ 
education. 

Although it is certainly pos- 
sible to survive in the US with just 
Spanish,getting ahead requires 
knowledge of English. Without 
English one is not able to partici- 
pate in the culture, politics, and 
the core of the economic system 
of the US. In education, in particu- 
lar, there are no colleges where 
instruction is in Spanish. The 
Harvard Law School does not of- 
fer classes in Spanish. 

Anyone wishing to study 
there must know English. Nor is 
it possible to get a degree from 
the USC Medical School in Span- 
ish. No one can become an engi- 
neer in Spanish at Cal Tech. In es- 
sence, English is the language of 
education, but it is also the lan- 
guage of government, business, 
etc. Lack of English severely lim- 
its Opportunities. 

So why don't Alfero and

Bush and Congress tumble over 
each other in an attempt to be the 
first to pass legislation on a cor- 
porate “greed” bill, and make sure 
that the media gets daily sound 
bites to publicize their motions. 
During a time when the top pub- 
Jic concerns are on terrorism and 
a sluggish economy, the winner of 
this contest will gain major politi- 
cal kudus by election time in No- 
vember. Ah, the power of mar- 
keting. Excelling in the science of

- around. Clearly; it would be po- 


litical suicide in an election year 
for a politician or a legislator to 
champion the mistreatment of 
undocumented workers in Ame- 
rica, most of who are poor Mexi- 
cans with indigenous features and

United States can easily identify 


.. where undocumented workers can

Syndicated Newsday colum- 
nist, Jimmy Breslin's newest book 


¿covers a similar story in which the 


1999 death of Eduardo Gutiérrez, 
an undocumented 18 year old 
Mexican construction laborer,

uncovers a scandal of epic propor- 
tions in New York’s corrupt po- 
litical and business partnerships. 
Eduardo Gutiérrez isn’t even 
named in most news reports; over- 
shadowed by the story of corrup- 
tion and illegal alliances unveiled 
by the trail of bribery and politi- 
cal chicanery. 

Breslin carefully dissects the 
circumstances of this unnecessary 
tragedy, leaping from a cultural 
elaboration about the struggles of 
immigration for the poor of Me- 
xico who want to work in the U.S., 
to the rise to power of Rudolph 
Giuliani and his contract and 


building permit “concessions” to 


his funding constituency, includ- 
ing the Hasidim Jews and well- 
known Mafiosos. Breslin names 
the players in this scandal and 
documents his claims with facts. 
He clearly illustrates how greed 
is not exclusive to any one cul- 
ture. 

Mexicans (mostly from the 
state of Puebla) are now the third 
largest Hispanic population in 
New York after Puertoricans and 
Dominicans. Early in the story, 
Eduardo Gutiérrez’ father prophe- 
sizes that “it is also important that 
Eduardo learns a skill so that 
when he leaves school after the 
sixth grade he can work and help 
his family.” Therein lays the crux 
of the issue. It 1s about the need 
and desire to work to relieve the 
devastation of poverty and to 
build a better future for the fam- 
ily. It is about braving unknown 
dangers, sacrifice, and living in 
constant fear. Culture, birthplace, 
and gender make no difference 
when it comes to dreaming. It is 
everyone’s dream to grow up and 
live a wonderful life, to reach 
goals and enjoy the pleasures of 
family, friendships, and material 
possessions. Imagine what it 
would be like to work towards 
those dreams in an environment 
of dread, uncertainty and danger? 
Breslin gives us a clear view of 
the treachery of the “American

“The Short Sweet Dream of 
Eduardo Gutiérrez” exposes a pre- 
vailing story that has been subju- 
gated by the September 11th act 
of aggression and the U.S. reac- 
tion to securing our shores from 
the unknown dangers of immi- 
grating terrorists.

Un amigo de Alemania que 
me visita, pidió ver las noticias en 
inglés de un canal local y le Hamo 
la atención una nota en particu- 
lar: la controversta por el anuncio 
publicitario, de una cartelera ubt- 
cada en la autopista 101 de Santa 
Clara, a la altura de Great America 
en dirección norte.

novia (por siempre). 

Si bien, en esta ocasión causa 
gran disgusto ese anuncio en par-

On a warm April morning as 
I strolled through the San Marcos 
Gardens in Aguascalientes, a ven- 
dor beckoned me to come over 
and have my fortune told by a sup- 
posedly clairvoyant canary. I had 
my doubts, but he assured me that 
my future was in the cards. It 
seemed the canary was to select a 
card from a deck of Tarot cards. 
As luck would have it. the bird 
foretold happiness. This was the 
only luck I was to have in the next 
few days, as I experienced the San 
Marcos National Fair, the fair of 
fairs, which consumes the indus- 
trial city of Aguascalientes, lo- 
cated at the very center of Mexico, 
from the second week of April to 
the first week of May each year. 
It's an occasion for superlatives— 
the oldest, most famous and larg- 
est fair in all of Mexico. 

Even though gambling is il- 
legal in Mexico, I had a chance to 
try my luck at a number of casino 
games, including a roulette wheel 
and Blackjack, for the run of the 
fair. The fair organizers submit a 
request to allow gambling for the 
length of the Fair. The paperwork 
takes one and a half months to 
process. They submit it at the be- 
ginning of the Fair and open up 
the casinos while the paperwork 
is in progress. Then they retract 
the paperwork at the end of the 
month before any decision has 
been made. thus allowing legal 
gambling year after year. This 
could happen only in Mexico. 

Visitors can also place their 
bets on fighting cocks in the Ca- 
sino which houses Latin Ame- 
ricas biggest palenque. or cock 
fighting arena. Cockfighting at the 
Fair, held in the first palenque in 

Aguascalientes known as La 
Primavera, dates from 1874. 
Around the middle of the 20th 
century 1ts name was changed to 
Plaza de Recreo. In the middle of 
the 1970's, construction began on 
anew 5,000-seat arena on the site 


of the old one and named

“Federico Méndez,” in honor of 
the late composer from Aguas- 
calientes. It’s without a doubt the 
largest and most modern cock- 
fighting arena in Mexico and is 
part of the new Convention Cen- 
ter which, during the Fair, also 
holds the Casino. During the rest 
of the year the Palenque is con- 
verted into an auditorium for vari- 
ous events. I found the raucous 
scene with men and women yell- 
ing their bets and the screeching 
of the cocks a bit overwhelming. 
Alas, Lady Luck didn’t shine on 
me in any part of the Casino. 
During the Fair, the whole 
city comes alive with music that 
bursts from the heart and spills 
into the streets. This fair of fairs 
has something for everybody—art 
expositions, music concerts, 
plays, charreadas or Mexican ro- 
deos, bullfights, industrial-agri- 
cultural-livestock expositions, 
outdoor festivities and pageants, 
lots of merrymaking, and a spec- 
tacular parade. As the sun settles 
in the western sky, single men and 
women engage in the time-hon- 
ored tradition of watching or par- 
ticipating in the paseo in which 
young women walk around the 
San Marcos Gardens in one direc- 
tion, young men in the other. 
And tradition is what the San 
Marcos Fair is all about. Dating 
back to 1604 when a small group 
of indigenous people founded San 
Marcos, an Indian settlement on 
the outskirts of the Spanish colo- 
nial city of Aguascalientes. The 
fair’s religious origins have long 
been forgotten. Today's colorful 
three-week spectacular features 
bullfights. folkloric dancing, me- 
chanical games, cockfights, and 
numerous cultural events, all vy- 
ing for the attention of over a mil- 
lion visitors from all over Mexico 
and North America. In fact. the 
fair forms part of the identity of 
the people of Aguascalientes. 
It's only been since 1828 that 
the commercial fair has been cel- 
ebrated annually with processions

lead by the civic and religious 
authorities representing various 
neighborhoods. 

By the year 1848, the fair 
moved from the plaza of the 
government's palace located in 
the Parian or commercial center 
of the city, to the San Marcos Gar- 
dens. Organizers also changed the 
date to coincide with April 25, the 
date of the celebrations to honor 
St. Mark, the Evangelist. 

More than anything, this is a 
street fair, a time when the resi- 
dents of this otherwise bustling 
city come to the streets to cel- 
ebrate the arrival of Spring and 
have fun with their families. At 
this time of year, hotels are 
packed, parties go on forever, and 
the whole city buzzes with excite- 
ment. Local schools close for part 
of the run of the Fair, and some 
local offices and factories also 
close to celebrate. Topping the 
long list of festivities is the crown- 
ing of the Queen of the Fair, a tra- 
dition that dates back 76 years. 

The Fair is still held in the San 
Marcos section of the city, the 
centerpiece of which is the im- 
pressive 18th-century Church of 
San Marcos, overlooking the San 
Marcos Gardens, a lovely green 
shaded park laid out over 100 
years ago. The main part of the 
Fair takes place on a plaza sur- 
rounded by pink neoclassical bal- 
ustrades with ornamental iron- 
work and a beautiful central foun- 
tain built out of pink stone. 

In the Gardens, thick foliage 
and tall trees shade paths and 
fountains, making it a place where 
locals, especially young lovers, 
meet. During the Fair. the 
birdsong normally heard in the 
park is replaced by shouting. 
laughing, and general merrymak- 
ing. as well as spectacular fire- 
work displays and the cries of the 
many vendors selling everything 


from delicious chicken enchiladas | 


and the local culinary speciality 
turkey in rich chocolate mole 
sauce. to candy floss, giant bal- 
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Harcos -The Fair of fairs 


loons, ingenious handcrafted toys 
and cheap souvenirs. It seemed 
everywhere I looked there was a 
vendor pushing a cart full of sliced 
watermelon, cantaloupe and pine- 
apple slices cut to look like pin- 
wheels. I found the aroma of fresh 
mangoes intoxicating. 

On April 25th, “Dia de San 
Marcos” or The Feast Day of St. 
Mark, a spectacular parade, spon- 
sored by the Aguascalientes Insti- 
tute of Culture, winds its way 
through downtown Aguasca- 
lientes. Besides the usual bands 
and marching groups, the parade 
features giant floats, each show- 
ing off a particular type of dance, 
from folkloric dances traditional 
to the State of Aguascalientes, to 
more modern ones. The floats 
present what amounts to a history 
of dancing and singing in Mexico, 
a cacophony of music to warm the 
soul. 

The object of the parade is to 
showcase the colorful arts and tra- 
ditions of Mexico through the ef- 
forts of teachers and students of 
the arts, including singing classes 
for children and adults, all types 
of musical classes, and danse 
classes from folkloric to modern. 
All the music and choreography 
are the creations of the teachers 
who volunteer their service to the 
Institute. 

The parade begins by show- 
casing the mestizo dances. which 
have resulted from the union of 
European rhythms. especially 
Spanish, with those of Africa.
